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Report of European and Middle East Tip

UR PLANE LEFT Athens late 

O in the afternoon of April 24. 

We spent that night in Beirut 
in Jordan. This is a very thriving me- 
tropolis and growing every day. Modern 
skyscraper buildings are built on every 
hand, and seaside resort hotels dot the 
landscape. One might well imagine him- 
self in some resort city in Florida were 
it not for the fact this is the Holy Land. 
From the air a panoramic view of the 
spectacular growth of that area is ob- 
tained. 

The following morning we took off 
for Jerusalem. After an uneventful 
flight, we landed at the airport in Je- 
rusalem on the Jordan side. This is part 
of the old city of Jerusalem. The new 
part of the city, as you well know, is 
under the control of Israel. Since we 
were going on into Egypt, we were not 
permitted to cross over into the Israel 
side. Since we have no churches in the 


eo: area, it was not necessary for us to 


cross over to the new section of the 
city. We were met at the airport by 
Brother George Kuttab, the overseer of 
that area, and some of the other breth- 
ren whom he brought along with him. 
Since Brother Kuttab was well known by 
the officials at the airport, he was al- 
lowed to come into the Customs De- 
partment and stay with us and visit un- 
til we had cleared the customs area and 
were ready to go on to our rooms. It 
seemed as if old friends whom we had 
known for a long time were meeting us 
at the airport, and we had a wonderful 
time talking over things that were dear to 
our hearts while waiting to clear cus- 
toms. 

It was not too long after we left the 
airport until we were settled in some 
very comfortable rooms and were making 
preparations to go out to Brother Kuttab’s 
home in Bethlehem where we would 
have services that evening. On the way 
to Bethlehem we marveled at the sights 


which were so familiar to us through 
having read the Bible and the history 
of that country. Brother Kuttab was con- 
stantly pointing out places of interest to 
us as we drove along. Before going to 
his home we stopped and looked over the 
field where the shepherds were keeping 
watch over their flocks the night Christ 
was born, and we also stopped in front 
of the Church of the Nativity. We pro- 
ceeded on to Brother Kuttab’s home 
where his wife had a very lovely supper 
waiting for us. 

After having enjoyed a very fine meal, 
we made ready to go to church for the 
services that night. It was my honor to be 
privileged to preach in the city of Beth- 
lehem, and only one who has had such 
a privilege could imagine the experience 
and the feelings of mixed emotion that 
one has in his heart while preaching in 
such a sacred place. The house was 
well filled with people, and extra chairs 
were brought in to seat the people who 
came to service that night. God blessed in 
the worship and in the preaching of 
His Word. 

Thursday was a very busy day for us, 
as two services were scheduled for that 
day, as well as a sight-seeing tour of 
some historical and Biblical spots. Broth- 
er Kuttab was very gracious in showing 
us around over the city and taking us to 
those places which are dear to the 
hearts of all Christians, and especially 
to Pentecostals. Words cannot express 
our gratitude to Brother Kuttab for his 
kindness in guiding us in our visit to 
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these spots. After spending the morning 
in looking over some of the familiar 
spots and visiting the tomb of Lazarus, 
and other places too numerous to men- 
tion, we went to the home of the pastor 
at Ramallah and enjoyed a very nice 
meal. 


The afternoon services were held in 
the church in Ramallah. Even though it 
was an afternoon service and during the 
week, the place was well filled with 
people who were anxious to hear the 
blessed Word of God. All of us had an 
opportunity of speaking to the congrega- 
tion that afternoon, and Brother Ault- 
man brought a very fine message to bless 
our hearts. After the afternoon service, 
we were invited to Brother Kuttab’s sis- 
ter’s home for refreshments before hur- 
rying on to the evening service. 


The evening service was held in the 
city of Jerusalem. As we wound along 
those narrow streets, down which so 
many people have trod so many years 
ago (and no doubt, some of them were 
streets where Jesus and His disciples 
trod), emotions swelled within our 
hearts, making us glad that in 1959 we 
could relive some of those days of old. 
The building was crowded out that 
night. Brother Perkins was the speaker 
for the Jerusalem services, and he 
blessed our hearts with a message from 
God’s eternal Word. He told of the 
healing of the man who was brought to 
Jesus Christ and let down through the 
roof. After such a very busy day, we 
were more than ready for bed that 
night. 

We arose early the next morning to 
go with Brother Kuttab to the Dead Sea 
and view its wonders. After the long 
automobile ride and after viewing the 
Dead Sea, we went on to the city of 
Jericho. The old city where Joshua 
marched around the walls is not very 
far from the new city of Jericho now. 
Hundreds and hundreds of people who 
are refugees from the Jerusalem area in 
the Israel side are living in camps 
erected by the government there. The 
crowded conditions are almost inde- 
scribable, and how badly those hearts 
need to hear again the old, old story of 
Jesus and His love. Many of them, how- 
ever, are steeped in the Moslem faith, 
and it is very difficult to reach them 
and tell them of Christ, the Son of God. 
From Jericho we went back into Jeru- 
salem and visited the Pool of Bethesda, 
the Garden of Gethsemane, Golgotha and 
the tomb where our Lord had lain. 
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Following these hasty visits, we went 
back to the home of Brother Kuttab for 
the noon meal and from thence, to the 
airport to wing our way to Egypt. 

We arrived in Egypt that night when 
some changes in currency were being 
made; in fact, the fifty-pound Egyptian 
note and the hundred-pound Egyptian 
note were being called in, and we were 
compelled to remain in the airport from 
seven that evening until midnight before 
we were allowed to proceed to our hotel 
room. While we were being detained in 
the airport, the overseer, Brother Boutros 
Labib, and Brother Gayed Henein, the 
secretary, with some of the other breth- 
ren were waiting in the airport for us 
to be released to accompany us down- 
town to our rooms. 

Saturday was a day spent in consul- 
tation with these brethren over the prob- 
lems that we have been facing in Egypt. 
We discussed these problems all Sat- 
urday morning, and decided to adjourn 
so we could get a little meal late in the 
afternoon. The conference continued 
long after the noon hour so that it was 
about three o’clock before we got to eat 
anything. Services were arranged for us 
to attend Saturday night in two of the 
local churches in Cairo. 


The three of us went out to service 
that night. Brother Perkins and I at- 
tended one church and Brother Aultman 
went to another church to preach, so 
that two services were being conducted 
in Cairo on Saturday night. The church 
building in which I preached looked a 
little different from some of these here 
in the States. A partition was erected 
in the building which separated the 
men from the women. From the pulpit, 
of course, I could see over into both 
sides, but the men who were seated to 
my left from the pulpit could not see 
over the high wall partition to the wom- 
en who were seated on my right. The 
men and the women both use separate 
staircases in order to get to their re- 
spective places to worship the Lord. 
Brother Perkins greeted the congregation 
that night and said some words of en- 
couragement, and I was called upon to 
preach the message of the evening. The 
Lord gave great liberty and we enjoyed 
a mighty outpouring of His Spirit, with 
prayer for several people following the 
night service. Brother Aultman reported 
a great service where he was conducting 
the meeting that night. 


On Sunday. morning we were met 
again to be conducted to the places of 





worship. I went to the same place where 
I had preached Saturday night and 
preached again on Sunday. The house 
was crowded on both the men’s side 
and the ladies’ side. Great liberty was 
enjoyed in the preaching of the Word, 
and we certainly enjoyed worshipping the 
Lord in the service that morning. Broth- 
er Perkins and Brother Aultman went to 
the other church in the city. A double- 
header was enjoyed by that church that 
morning as Brother Aultman and Broth- 
er Perkins both preached to the congre- 
gation. As you can understand, many of 
the people in Egypt who attend our 
churches are quite poor, and no doubt 
these brethren who are pastoring these 
churches are making a great sacrifice in 
order to carry on the work. They need 
your prayers and the hungry, thronging 
multitudes of Cairo and the other cities 
in Egypt certainly need to hear again 
the old story of Jesus and His love. 
Please be sure to pray for these people 
that God will pour out His Spirit upon 
them in a very gracious way in Egypt. 
According to the overseer, we have about 
forty-eight churches in Egypt and some 
very large congregations. At the church 
where Brother Aultman preached on 
both occasions, the pastor has ‘a member- 
ship of over 200. No doubt there are 
wonderful prospects for more of the 
rich blessings of God to be poured out 
in that area. 

Since the convention for Egypt did 
not begin until Monday night, we were 
not privileged to attend any of the con- 
vention. We had previously thought that 
it would begin Friday; but through a 
misunderstanding, the date was not set 
until Monday at which time we were 
scheduled to return to the United States. 
I am quite sure, however, that they 
had a gracious outpouring of God's Spir- 
it in the convention. Let us continue to 
pray for the work in Egypt. I think of 
the days and years gone by, when one 
of the largest missionary schools in the 
world existed at Alexandria, where men 
and women were sent out all over the 
then-known world to preach the gospel. 
How badly such a school is needed in 
that area, that missionaries may go out 
all over Egypt telling the wonderful story 
of Christ and His love. 

On Monday morning we arose at 4 
o'clock in order to get out to the airport 
to catch the plane coming back to the 
United States. After a long ride out to 
the airport, going through customs and

to his study following a 

scorching sermon against. sin. He 

was not left alone long, however, 

for soon an officer of the church 

stormed in, deploring the morning 
message. 

“Pastor: Howard,” he sputtered, 
“you talked too plain about sin 
this morning. We don’t want you 
to be so outspoken again. After all, 
you’ve got to consider our young 
people. If the boys and girls hear 
you talking so plainly about sin, 
it will make them become sinners 
all the more easily.” 

“How would you propose, then,” 
inquired Howard, “that I treat the 
subject?” 

“Oh, call it a mistake, if you 
must, but do not refer so often 
to sin.” 

The pastor stepped to a shelf 
and took down a small bottle. “See 
that label?” he inquired. “What 
does it say?” 

The ecclesiastical officer read 
two words, “Strychnine: poison.” 

“Now then,” continued Howard, 
“what you want me to do about 
sin is the same as if I were to take 
off this label and put on some mild 
label reading, say, ‘Essence of Pep- 
permint.’ Don’t you realize what 
would happen if that were done? 
The milder you would make the 
label, the more dangerous you 
would make the poison!” 

There is a decided reaction in 
our age against the practice of 
calling sin, sin. But it is nothing 
short of sheer carnality in mas- 
querade that would coin inoffen- 
sive synonyms, But those synonyms 
are psuedonyms, and the milder 
our definition of sin, the more 
dangerous becomes its poison. 


SIN IS SERIOUS, but 
individuals indifferently ignore its 
perils. A fatal fascination with 
iniquity seems to hypnotize mo- 
dern civilization. The devil has 
hoodwinked man into regarding 
sin as an accident, but God still 
denounces it as abomination. What 
man calls a blunder, God calls 
blindness. Creatures define sin to 
be defect, but God diagnoses it as 
disease. Men excuse sin as error, 
but God declares it to be enmity. 
Individuals apologize that sin is in- 


firmity, but God indicts sinners for 
iniquity. Sin is labeled luxury, but 
the Almighty lambastes it as lepro- 
sy. Even the definition of sin as 
carnality needs modification to 
corruption. 

The enormity of sin is eloquently 
proclaimed by the ravages and ruin 
it has wrought. Sin demoted the 
highest angel to an infernal devil. 
Sin devastated the primeval earth 
from a planetary paradise to the 
theater of the curse. Sin ushered 
death into the world. Indeed, the 
first man born became a murderer. 
Sin is to blame for the hardships, 
famines, depressions, delinquencies, 
and heartaches which plague this 
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was treated for nervous stomach, 
but the autopsy revealed cancer! 

The milder the danger be de- 
fined, the more perilous its threat 
becomes. And a sinner must rec- 
ognize himself as such before he 
will recognize the need for the 
divine remedy—salvation by grace 
through faith in Jesus Christ who 
died to save sinners. 

Generally, the tendency to miti- 
gate the corruption and conse- 
quences of sin is imagined to be a 
recent, modern trend. Actually, 
however, the currently burgeoning 
sciences of psychiatry and psy- 
chology did not, as some suppose, 
originate this concept. Indeed, the

planet. Sin is behind bereavement. 
Every time you see a hearse backed 
up to a door, you witness the tri- 
umph of the poison of sin. Pain, 
tears, and woes of every nature 
are the inexorable results of re- 
bellion against God which the Al- 
mighty has designated “sin.” 
People owning vicious canines 
placard their premises, “Beware of 
dog,” and readers obey. Why, then, 
do people object when the warning 
is sounded, “Beware of sin’? 
Quarantines are customarily es- 
tablished to isolate contagious dis- 
eases. Why, then, do some complain 
when admonished, “Sin is fatal. 
Keep away”? Many die who might 
ordinarily be cured because the 
physician diagnoses their com- 
plaints as less serious than they 
actually are and, consequently, pre- 
scribes a remedy too mild. My aunt 
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idea that sin’s seriousness can be 
exaggerated is older than human 
sin. Man first heard it announced 
while he was still a holy creature 
in Eden’s primeval paradise. Back 
in the morning of time, the devil 
used the minimizing of sin to lure 
humanity toward ruin. “Ye shall 
not surely die!” he contradicted 
God. In effect he said, “Sin is not 
so serious as you suppose. God is 
just trying to scare you into sub- 
jection. Taste the fruit and see!” 

Man did taste the fruit and did 
see. And what happened to the 
race should forever- silence the 
carping of critics opposing an out- 
right warning against sin. Every 
kingdom of nature was involved in 
the curse. How dare we dispute 
the premise that sin is serious?

Without doubt, the teachings of the 
church are right; our greatest chal- 
lenge is closer, more dedicated liv- 
ing. 

As a fellow minister, conscious of 
my calling and_ responsibilities, 
these words come to you from a 
heavy heart, burdened and pressed 
down as I am with the facts and 
the times in which we are now liv- 
ing. A few years ago on our camp- 
grounds during camp meeting 
days, you could hear someone or 
some group praying any hour of 
the day or night; now, however, 
hardly a prayer is heard outside 
the services unless someone is sick. 
Travailing prayer for the growth 
of our church is needed. Not too 
many cries of new born babes in 
Christ are heard at our altars; 
small crowds attend the week-day 
services. In my 23 years of pastoral 
work, I have never seen a time 
when people are so shiftless and 
unestablished in what they believe 
and why they believe it—east and 
west, north and south alike. This 
condition troubles me as a minis- 
ter, as a husband, as a father of 
seven children; and last, but not 
least, as a shepherd of a flock, I 
have become conscious of the fact 
that within all of my experience 
the ability to cope with the prob- 
lems of these last days of Satan’s 
advance upon the Church of God, 
is not mine. But I have been made 
confident in God, that He has the 
answer, and He alone. 

New activities have come into 
many church homes today and 





have crowded out family worship 
and instructions to children. Home 
life is almost a separated life to- 
day; and sad to say, this rapidly 
spreading disease has not over- 
looked the preachers’ homes. Oh! 
my fellow minister, if need be, let 
us fall before God for a season 
that our message would burn with 
holy fire, that our congregation 
will be caught in the grip of real 
conviction that will cause them to 
return to their first love, and that 
appreciation of the church and 
her teaching will be restored. 


I am fully aware that preach- 
ing the Word of God is more than 
a meal ticket, and pastoring a 
church is more than a mere pro- 
gram. We are dealing with things 
eternal and the never-dying souls 
of men, which must spend eterni- 
ty either in heaven or in hell. Man 
is the master of his own destina- 
tion; the power of choice rests 
with him altogether; but we must 
not fail in the least to point out 
the right way and warn him of 
the dangers of failing to get right 
with God. 


The spiritual man can thrive on- 
ly on a spiritual diet. There is 
nothing that can take the place of 
or substitute for the life-giving 
Word of God. Church mechanics 
will not bring the desired results; 
programming has proved a fail- 
ure; but God-anointed, Holy Ghost 
inspired preaching, teaching that 
has been watered down with hot 
tears from one who has a com- 
passion and a burden to see the 
scholars in his class brought to the 
cross and the church, testimonies 
that are freighted with the power- 
ful and persuasive effects of holy 
living and consecration has never 
failed and will never fail. 


This rock and roll, jazz and 
dance age in which we find our- 
selves today is a menace to Chris- 
tendom. God made man an emo- 
tional being, and the devil knows 
very well that he can trap souls 
through their emotions—only an 
emotional worship of God will satis- 
fy this emotional man. We cannot 
stop people from being emotional in 
their worship of God. Should we do 
so, we might just as well write over 
the doors of our churches “Closed 
for the want or lack of fire and 

















gone to the beaches.” I do not be- 
lieve in people waiting until they 
get to the church to take their 
daily exercises, but I do believe in 
the real power and demonstration 
of the Spirit of God. You can not 
hatch chickens in an ice house; 
neither can babes in Christ be born 
in a refrigerator. 


The predictions for 1965 is that 
every home in America will be the 
proud owner of a TV set. Russia 
has predicted, that if they can have 
15 years of peace like they are 
striving for that their skilled men 
in the field of science will cause 
the world to stand in awe and 
marvel at the accomplishments of 
their nation. They say that the 
world as a whole will automatically 
accept the philosophy of commu- 
ism without bloodshed. To me this 
is the most dangerous age for the 
Christian I have ever witnessed; 
yet, it should be the sweetest, be- 
cause Jesus is soon coming again to 
take us home with Him. But Jesus 
has warned us that not everyone 
that saith Lord, Lord shall enter in, 
but he that doeth the will of the 
Father which is in heaven. Jesus 
saith, “Search the scriptures; for 
in them ye think ye have eternal 
life: and they are they that testify 
of me.” Also, “And why call ye me, 
Lord, Lord, and do not the things 
which I say?” 

This message comes to you from 
bended knees, an empty stomach 
fighting against the sacrifice of 
fasting and prayer, and a yearning 
for a deeper consecration and 
more intimate fellowship with God. 
The future looks very bright to me 
today for the church. I fancy I 
can almost see Gabriel with that 
great golden trumpet placed to his 
lips, his eyes fastened upon the 
great God of all things and catch- 
ing a long breath to sound the 
voice of victory that will shake the 
graves of the righteous and will 
change us which remain into im- 
mortal beings. Then Daniel’s 70th 
week will take place with “Space 
war which will be literal suicide for 
millions of people who have missed 
the rapture,” Revelation 6:12-17. 

God, give us, thy servants, a 
clear vision of Satan’s devices 
which are being used against the 
church today, and grant that our 


messages will be filled with the 
holy fire of God. Give us strength 
to uproot every stronghold that 
Satan has set up and to tear down 
every fortress that he has brought 
against the child of God. Let us cry 
aloud and spare not; we must bare 
our arm for God and preach plain, 
easy-to-understand words about 
this lascivious age and warn the 
people, for society is being corrup- 
ted in the same manner as it was 
in the days of Sodom and Gomor- 
rah. Sad to say, but this devil is 
not sparing the church—and when 
I say church I simply mean the 
homes which make up the church. 
Parents, you need to warn your 
boys and girls of this awful evil. 
Many young people are being 
caught in her grip and are ruin- 
ing their whole lives and dooming 
their souls to the flames of an 
endless, burning lake of fire. The 
practice of this evil was what 
caused God to rain hell fire down 
on the cities of Sodom and Gomor- 
rah. Allow me, please, for the sake 
of emphasis, to deal plainly with 
facts and proofs of what I have just 
mentioned in this paragraph. 


One of our leading evangelists

With tears she went to 
her husband and said, “Dear, I 
want you to talk to your son.” As a 
father of seven children I feel that 
we fathers and mothers are duty 
bound to tell and to warn our chil- 
dren of all of sin’s devices to steal 
their souls, ruin their future hap- 
piness, and eventually, send their 
souls to a devil’s hell where the 


worm dieth not and fire is not 
quenched. If we fail and our chil- 
dren are overcome with this evil, 
who will be to blame? Let us not 
fail to warn them; they already 
know more than we think: they 
know. Why not let them know from 
a Biblical standpoint that the judg- 
ment of God is against such prac- 
tices. Here is a citation from the 
Press Chronicle of Johnson City, 
Tennessee—Sunday issue. I quote, 
“EX-CONVICT KILLS BOY HELD 
AS HOSTAGE. Pacoima, Calif. An 
ex-convict killed a 13-year-old boy 
he was holding as hostage Friday 
night and critically wounded a po- 
liceman who tried to enter the boy’s 
barricaded room (bed). The killer, 
a close friend of the family, was 
found dead after a brief burst of 
gunfire. Police said Eugene Fahs- 
holtz, 38, had killed Butchie At- 
tebery after the boy’s father had 
discovered the man had performed 
an unnatural sex act with the boy 
and called the police.” 

Why should we keep such hor- 
rible things concealed from our 
Christian boys and girls? I feel that 
God would have us to warn them 
fully. This is a sign of the last days 
just before Jesus comes for His 
Church. 2 Peter 2:6-8, “And turning 
the cities of Sodom and Gomorrha 
into ashes condemned them with 
an overthrow, making them an en- 
sample unto those that after 
should live ungodly; And delivered 
just Lot, vexed with the filthy con- 
versation of the wicked: (For that 
righteous man dwelling among 
them, in seeing and hearing, vexed 
his righteous soul from day to day 
with their unlawful deeds).” I quote 
from the HISTORY OF JOSEPHUS, 
Chapter 10, Paragraph 3, “Now 
when the Sodomites saw the young 
men to be of a beautiful counten- 
ance and this to an extraordinary 
degree, and that they took up their 
lodgings with Lot, they resolved 
themselves to enjoy these beautiful 
boys by force and violence; and 
when Lot resorted them to sobriety, 
and not to offer any thing im- 
modest to the strangers, but to 
have regard to their lodging in his 
house; and promised that if their 
inclinations could not be governed, 
he would expose his daughters to

How typical of the new and great 
creation that JESUS, King of Kings 
and Lord of Lords, made when He 
set up His kingdom and gave 
throne rights unto all who would 
believe in Him, and forsake all and 
follow Him; making out of every 
one of His willing subjects a new 
creature, a new and great creation, 
the like not made in any other 
kingdom. 2 Corinthians 5:17 says, 
“Therefore if any man be in Christ, 
he is a new creature (creation): 
old things are passed away; be- 
hold, all things are become new.” 
Ah, this throne the king of old 
made is the type of a real Chris- 
tian, created of God, a born again 
child of God, a saint of the Lord: 
“Being born again, not of cor- 
ruptible seed, but of incorruptible, 
by the word of God, which liveth 
and abideth for ever,” 1 Peter 1:23. 


“THERE WAS NOT THE LIKE 
MADE IN ANY KINGDOM.” 

This throne that Solomon made 
speaks of royalty, power and au- 
thority; so also every born again 
saint shows forth the handiwork 
of God, through His Son, and 
speaks of His royalty, power, and 
authority over all the earth. Jesus 
once said, “All power is given unto 
me in heaven and in earth,” Mat- 
thew 28:18. And He gives that 
power and all—to all—His followers 
(disciples): “Behold, I give unto 
you power to tread on serpents and 
scorpions, and over all the power 
of the enemy: and nothing shall 
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by any means hurt you,” Luke 10: 
19. He will give to all who overcome 
throne rights: “To him that over- 
cometh will I grant to sit with me 
in my throne, even as I also over- 
came, and am set down with my 
Father in his throne,” Revelation 
3:21. Truly, this speaks of royalty: 
“But ye are a chosen generation, 
a royal priesthood, an holy nation, 
a peculiar people; that ye should 
shew forth the praises of Him who 
hath called you out of darkness 
into his marvellous light” 1 Peter 
2:9. 


OVERLAID WITH PURE GOLD: 
speaks of supreme rule, without 
mixture, rarity with great value, 
and great beauty. Such is the Chris- 
tian life—not a drab existence, but 
a life of glowing beauty, radiating 
purity, wholesomeness, and the 
glory of the Lord. Remember what 
Job said, “But he knoweth the way 
that I take: when he hath tried 
me, I shall come forth as gold,” 
Job 23:10. The song writer also tells 
us: “Beautiful robes of white, Beau- 
tiful land of light, Beautiful home 
so bright, Where there shall come 
no night; Beautiful crown I’ll wear, 
Shining with stars o’er there, 
Yonder in mansions fair, Gather 
us there.” The Christian life is a 
victorious life, a natural display of 
purity, and a life of great value at 
all times. 


A GREAT THRONE OF IVORY: 
Though it is overlaid with pure 
gold, yet underneath it is solid 
ivory. This speaks of solidity, not 
rotten wood, nor just a base metal 
or something frail. It is not only 





solid, but of great value all the way ea ¥ 


through. So, also, a real Christian 
life is not just an outward show, 
but is a life that is inwardly firm, 
Steadfast, and of great inward 
value — real inner resource with 
Wisdom in the inward parts, Job 
38:36; Law in inward parts, Jere- 
miah 31:33; and truth in inward 
parts, Psalm 51:6; and the inward 
man is renewed day by day, 2 
Corinthians 4:16. A true Christian 
can endure hardships and not be 
drawn away from Jesus as long as 
these attributes are there. Paul ex- 
presses all this in the latter part of 
the eighth chapter of Romans, 
verses 35 through 39. In his final 
words: he declares, “. . . shall be 
able to separate us from the love 
of God, which is in Christ Jesus 
our Lord.” 


THE FOOTSTOOL OF GOLD: 
indicates the place where we should 
all be—low at the feet of Jesus, 
learning of Him. Note that it is a 
part of the throne, thus a place of 
authority, and a continuation of the 
foundation of supreme power. In 
such a position of humility and 
submissiveness to God’s will, we 
cannot be separated from Him. 
Mary found that place—remember? 
“And she had a sister called Mary, 
which also sat at Jesus’ feet, and 
heard his word.” Later Jesus com- 
mended her by saying, “But one 
thing is needful: and Mary hath 
chosen that good part, which shall 
not be taken away from her.” Luke 
10:39-42. The footstool life of a 
Christian is a life of constant 
prayer and supplication, a humble 
life, a life of service, and a life of 
learning great wisdom from Him 
who “giveth to all men liberally, 
and upbraideth not.” James 1:5. 


STAYS (HANDS) ON EACH 
SIDE: speaks of support and 
strength and security. Yes, Jesus 
the King does bear us up, and His 
angels compass us about (surround 
us). “Thou art my hiding place; 
thou shalt preserve me from trou- 
ble; thou shalt compass me about 
with songs of deliverance,” Psalm 
32:7. “. . . the Lord is the strength 
of my life,” Psalm 27:1. “I can do 
all things through Christ which 
strengtheneth me,” 


Philippians 
4:13. Also, “. . . the joy of the Lord 











is your strength,’ Nehemiah 8:10. 
These are just a few of the helps, 
hands or stays the Lord has given 
us so that we can carry on. 


TWO LIONS BY THRONE, AND 
TWELVE ON THE STEPS: (14 in 
all), speaks not only of multiple 
power of regal strength, but of 
further security and personal pro- 
tection. The animals of the jungles 
scatter when the lion roars; the 
lion is the King of the Beasts or 
of the animal kingdom, so also 
Christ is known as the Lion of the 
Tribe of Judah, and is King of 
His Kingdom. Revelation 5:5 says, 
“. . . Weep not: behold, the Lion 
of the tribe of Juda, the Root of 
David, hath prevailed to open the 
book, and to loose the seven seals 
thereof.” Truly, there was not the 
like made in any Kingdom. Two 
lions by the throne typify Christ 
and the Holy Ghost. “A three-fold 
cord is not easily broken,” the 
Preacher recorded in Ecclesiastes 
4:12b, and “If God be for us, who 
can be against us,” Romans 8:31. 
Here we have the throne, God’s 
seat of rule; and united with Him, 
His Son, and His Holy Spirit, a 
three-fold cord and the twelve lions, 
one on each step, reminds us of the 
twelve tribes of Israel (twelve sons 
of Jacob), indicating completeness. 
It also reminds us of the twelve 
original disciples chosen by the 
Lord Jesus Christ—foundation 
stones of power and might. Listen 
to the voice of Jesus say, “Ye are 
they which have continued with 
me in my temptations. And I ap- 
point unto you a kingdom, as my 
Father hath appointed unto me; 
That ye may eat and drink at my 
table in my kingdom, and sit on 
thrones judging the twelve tribes of 
Israel,” Luke 22:28-30. Ah, THERE 
WAS NOT THE LIKE MADE IN 
ANY KINGDOM. 


SIX STEPS LEADING TO THE 
THRONE: speak of man’s number, 
six. They also indicate that we 
must climb, mount up and reach 
forth, and that there are condi- 
tions we must meet individually to 
approach the throne, to attain the 
Kingship and to reign with Christ. 
On the sixth day God created man; 
“So God created man in his own 
image, in the image of God created 


he him; male and female created 
he them. ... And God saw every 
thing that he had made, and, be- 
hold, it was very good. And the 
evening and the morning were the 
sixth day.” Genesis 1:27, 31. Thus, 
man’s number is six (6). Ever since 
the fall, in the Garden of Eden, 
man has had to ascend, to climb, 
to reach forth, to “press toward the 
mark (goal) for the prize of the 
high calling of God in Christ Jesus,” 
Philippians 3:14, and Paul reminds 
Timothy, “It is a faithful saying: 
For if we be dead with him, we 
shall also live with him: If we suf- 
fer, we shall also reign with him: 
if we deny him, he also will deny 
us: . . . Study to shew thyself 
approved unto God, a workman 
that needeth not to be ashamed, 
rightly dividing the word of truth,” 
2 Timothy 2:11, 12, 15. “But if we 
walk in the light, as he is in the 
light, we have fellowship one with 
another, and the blood of Jesus 
Christ his Son cleanseth us from 
all sin,” 1 John 1:7. It is a step- 
by-step walk to that city of light, 
to that city where the Lamb is the 
Light. Each step is a step of faith, 
and each step brings us closer to 


Him, and gives us more of His 
light. 

When you desire a diploma, you 
cannot buy it; nor can you ob- 
tain it through a favor, but by 
four (4) years of constant study 
and practice. 


As we climb each step upward, 
we can easily see where we have 
been living; and if you have lived 
right, as you attain the place in 
Him where you can really see your 
life, you will enjoy it immensely. 
Once a man who lived in a little 
village bounded by high mountains, 
climbed one of the pinnacles one 
day; and when he reached the sum- 
mit, he looked down, and beheld 
through the clear, sunny, glowing 
atmosphere his place of every day 
life—the village far below, its 
glistening roofs, its white and 
multi-colored structures, with spots 
of green marking fields and gar- 
dens nearby, the white ribbons of 
streets and the main highway 
reaching out from either end of 
the village. All this burst upon his 
view with such beauty that he 
gasped with surpsise, exclaiming,

eating a bite of breakfast, we boarded 
the plane. The motors were gunned and 
the plane roared down the runway. Just 
before leaving the ground, however, the 
pilot shut back the motors. We taxied 
back up to the loading ramp. After 
waiting in the airport for about an hour 
and a half, we were told that there 
would be a twenty-four hour delay be- 
fore we could leave due to motor trouble. 
You can imagine about how we felt, as 
we were anxious to get back to the 
States. After much negotiations, about 
8:30 Monday night we completed ar- 
rangements for our return trip back to 
the United States. We were very glad 
when we landed in America and are 
happy to be back in Cleveland again. 

I want to close by making an appeal 

for all Christians everywhere to pray 
for our work in Europe and the Middle 
East. The need is great and the harvest 
is white. Let us pray earnestly that God 
will send forth laborers into His vine- 
yard that the harvest may be garnered 
ere it is too late.

tinople furnishes a worthy example 
of the right attitude concerning 
iniquity. When, because of his 
spiritual service, he incurred dis- 
favor from the emperor, Chrysos- 
tom was, in turn, threatened with 
exile, confiscation of property, im- 
prisonment, and death. But he an- 
swered each threat by saying, “Im 
not afraid of that. I’m afraid only 

of sin.” 

Many individuals have died be- 
cause by mistake they swallowed 
poison when they supposed they 
were taking medicine. They did not 
take the trouble to turn on the 
light at the medicine cabinet and 
look at the label. Men may regard 
sin as error or weakness while their 
deeds are shrouded in spiritual 
darkness. But let the light of the 
gospel of Christ be focused upon 
them and the label plainly reads, 
“Sin.” Here is a poison that has 
fatally infected the race since Eden. 

But there is an antidote. The 
remedy is effective only when the 
disease is diagnosed properly. This 
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remedy, if taken, will counteract 
even the last stages of this per- 
fidious poison. The remedy is pre- 
scribed in 1 John 1:7. “The blood 
of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth 
us from all sin.” Notice that only 
those who know they are sick re- 
quire the services of a physician. 
“If we say that we have no sin, 
we deceive ourselves, and the 
truth is not in us” (1 John 1:8). 
However, “If we confess our sins, 
he is faithful and just to forgive 
us our sins, and to cleanse us from 
all unrighteousness” (1 John 1:9). 
How would you label sin?

NAE Holds Successful 
Convention in Los Angeles 


LOS ANGELES (EP)—The ses- 
sions were over, the displays were 
being dismantled, and the halls of 
the Statler Hilton were thronged 
with departing conventioneers ex- 
changing farewells. The startled 
lady at the registration desk looked 
up in amazement as the man re- 
peated his request. 

He wanted to register for the 
17th annual convention of the NAE 
which had been held this week in 
Los Angeles. 

Yes, he understood that the ses- 
sions were all over. 

Yes, he understood there was a 
registration fee. 

But he wanted to register. 

He had been in some of the 
closing sessions, it developed, and 
now—even though he understood 
the convention was over—wanted to 
register as part of this “greatest 
ever” NAE convention. 

His reaction was typical. Los 
Angeles delegates, in particular, 
were outstandingly enthusiastic 
about the convention and its im- 
= for Christ upon their metro- 


polis. 

Los Angeles papers gave unusual- 
ly extensive coverage. (The NAE 
press room, as usual, was under di- 
rection of Gerald B. Smith, who is 
Religion Editor of the St. Paul 
Pioneer-Dispatch.) Registration for

A crowd of 
over 1,600 rsons jammed the 
Thursday night sessions to hear Dr.

RESOLUTIONS 


In actions taken in the course of 
the four-day sessions, the NAE del- 
egates: 

Reaffirmed their “opposition to 
recognition of Red China and seat- 
ing of Red China in the United 
Nations”; 

Voiced their “protest against 
compromise of the historic prin- 
poe of separation of church and 
state”; 

Declared “unalterable opposition 
to the suppression of the Spanish 
evangelical minority” and urged 
“the government of the United 
States of America to cease its 
financial assistance and grants to 
the government of Spain until such 
intolerable conditions are correct- 


Pointed to a “new wave of vio- 
lence . . . recently broke out in 
Colombia,” expressing the “ho 
the ecclesiastical hierarchy of the 
Catholic church will adopt policies 
growing out of genuine concern for 
the welfare, safety and liberty of 
all people, including sincere evan- 
gelical believers”; 

Called on “constituent bodies of 
the National Association of Evan- 
gelicals” to “co-operate with exist- 
ing temperance agencies in mat- 
ters of education and legislation in 


urging the passage of those bills in 
Congress that shall ban the ad- 
vertising of alcoholic beverages and 
prohibit the sale and service of 
alcoholic beverages on airplanes”; 

Charged that there have been 
“blasphemous travesties on the 
Judeo-Christian moral code, the 
work of Christian evangelism and 
rock-and-roll versions of hymns 
and spiritual songs” in recent radio 
and TV programs, and strongly 
urged “the radio and television in- 
dustry to deal realistically with 
these programming trends and give 
religion and morality their right- 
ful place in American broadcast- 
ing and telecastingk, both as to 
standard of programs and as to 
time allotment.”
